Boiled Beef. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

OT long ago I telephoned, because I wae 

in a hurry, to one of the best small meat 

shops for a piece of boiling beef. I was 

told that they did not have what I asked 

for but could send me round or sirloin. 

For a reason of my own I let them send what 
they charged me a steak price for, and I boiled 


the meat because I wanted to know what kind 


of boiled beef the high class trade of this shop 
had. I think the chances are, however, that the 
people who trade here never use boiled beef at 
all unless from the soup bone or they would 
never take so dry a meat as this even with the 
best cooking. | 

— 


Boiled beef is only known to those who study 
economy as such, although in many hotels and 
restaurants beef dishes with fancy names are 
boiled beef dressed up with fancy\sauces. The 
meat from the soup stock in some d of a nice 
sauce or in a wet or dry hash is the only boiled 
meat used in a great many families, This is, of 
course, inexpensive. 

Those who want an exceptionally rich stock 
get a fine piece of boiling beef, boil it careful 
anda long, and then use it to advantage cold an 
warmed up in sauces. If a rare and attractive

What ts the best piece of boiling beef? There 
is, perhaps, no question but that it is that cut 
next to a A chuck end of the rib. This is best 
for both lling and for the pot roast and it 
needs to be cooked slowly and long, as it ia in 
the fireless cooker. It is no use to go to the 
butcher’s at 6 o’clock in the afternoon for a pot 
roast for dinner unless that dinner is to be 
served about three hours and a half after the 
meat has been put on the fire.

Chalmers company will precipitate itself into 


a receivership by defaulting the interest on 
its first mortgage 5 per cent bonds on Jan. 1. 
1912. The company has been in a bad way for 
months. , 

Protective committees some time ago were 
formed to look after the interests of the bond- 
holders and the preferred stockholders. At 
the close of a meeting Vice President W. W. 
Nichols, the only resident executive officia) 
of the company, issued thé following state- 
ment: 

The directors of the Allis-Chalmers com- 
pany at the meeting held today decided that 
in view of the continued depression in busi- 
ness, affecting especiaily this company, the 
decrease in earnings, and the curtailment of 
credits, it would not be advisable to puy the 
interest on the first mortgage 5 per cent bonds 
coming due Jan. 1, 1912. 


Saw Little Profit in Business. 
The direccors were of the opinion that the 
business could not be continued protitablyin 
the future unless additional working capita) 
was supplied and the fixed charges reduced, 
and that additional working capital could 
only be obtained by a readjustment of the 
company’s capitalization. Under the circum- 
stances the directors felt that they were not 
warranted in using the cash in the treasury 
except for the payment of merchandise cred- 
itors, pay rolls, and taxes. These current 
obligations will be paid as they ma ture and as 
funds are available for that purpose. It is 
hoped that a satisfactory arrangement can be 
made for the extension of the other current 

obligations maturing in the near future.”

Theodore P. Shonts, head of the Interbor- 
ough-Metropolitan, will be. elected president 
of the new company. The financial reorgan- 
ization includes an assessment of $12.90 a 
share on the old stock to provide capital.
